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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a deposition method. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-1 1 , drawn to a deposition apparatus. 

Group III, claim(s) 12-17, drawn to a measuring method and measuring 
apparatus. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Groups I 
and II have the common technical features of "plasmatizing a mixture gas, the mixture 
gas consisting of a monomer gas and an oxidizing reactive gas, and for forming a thin 
film made of an oxide on a substrate". Groups I and III have the common technical 
features of "plasmatizing a mixture gas, the mixture gas consisting of an oxidizing 
reactive gas, and for forming a thin film made of an oxide on a substrate". Groups II and 
III have the same common features as Groups I and III. These features do not make a 
contribution over the art since Ito et al (JP2000-255579) teaches plasmatizing a mixture 
gas, the mixture consisting of an organosilicon monomer and an oxidizing gas to form a 
silicon oxide layer ([0036], Abstract, reference submitted by applicant in IDS filed 
12/19/06), and thus do not constitute special technical features. 

A telephone call was made to David Pitcher on 5/29/2008 to request an oral 

election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 

made.
